This is still between 800 and 1000 feet 
deep, and approximately a quarter of 
a mile long, but gives evidence of a 
great commotion within its walls since 
February last The flat floor of re- 
cratlr formed black lava then visible 
at the extreme bottom has disappeared. 
Th* debris slopes from the perpendicu- 
lar -walls to the center of the pit have 
radeftUy changed their shape, and look 
as though they bod been violently 
•churned, up.. There are frequent slides 
yAni falls of rock- from the walls and 
slope* of the' pit, which echo up 
through the smoke?wlth a sharp metal- 
lic Mund, producing a weird, uncanny 
soujti which makes one unconsciously 
move back from the edge of the pit 


There is.- an -Immense volume of

"It has been always a 
debatable 
question with me," said Austin yester- 
day, as he lit the Initial leaf of a fat 
book of cigarettes, "as to whether my 
forte was oratory or writing. True, in 
speech I am able to fortify the uttered 
word with personal magnetism 
and 
power of gesture, while with the pen 
I am limited to the effect I can create 
by the mere printed sentence. 
This 
lacks the flashing glance of the eye, 
the subtle intonation and the force of 
the whole corpus which I make the 
most of when oh the rostrum, but still 
to one skilled In the adroit use of writ- 
ten language, there Is perhaps an even 
greater and more permanent Impres- 
sion made by the logical and sequential 
argument received through the eye 
alone. 
"As I Informed you a fortnight ago. 
I bad planned to lecture in all the Im- 
portant cities and towns of the coun- 
try. I had engaged a manager and was 
to begin my tour "in San Jose. 
The 
manager was no good. He went to 
San Jose but spent his time swimming 
Instead of arranging for my reception 
and lecture. I went to San Jose and 
spoke for 10 minutes In the Unitarian 
Church." 
"But the San Jose papers said noth- 


ing about your appearance," I Inter- 
posed. 
"Tes, they were so busy with local 


politics they overlooked me. 
But it 
doesn't matter as I have determined 
to change my scheme. I had started 
out on a, very radical course, but I have 
had several talks with friends—Repub- 
licans of California, who are very rich 
and Influential—and they have per- 
suaded me that the campaign I had In- 
tended to make would Injure the Re- 
publican party." 
"But you ,are not a Republican! 
"I'm not a Republican? I'm the 
strongest and most influential Republi- 
can In Hawaii. My whole life has been 
given up to the Republican party. I 
made twi> campaigns for It In Califor- 
nia when I had my chain, of papers In 
Southern California, and I have always 
been a consistent believer in the great 
principles enunciated by Lincoln and 
MeKlnley. Even now I am planning 
the making of the Home Rule party 
into the real Republican party. 
"It is wrong to suppose that I would 


not have gone to Washington in time 
to see President Roosevelt before Dole 
arrived there, if I had thought I could 
have prevented his being endorsed. Old 
Franklin is a man of many resources, 
and I would have managed to arrive on 
time if I bad thought it would avail. 
I did express surprise at Roosevelt s 
action on my arrival here but I know 
now it would have been useless to try 
to have Dole ousted. It would be like 
butting against a stone wall. I have 
nothing personally against Governor 
Dole and would not Injure him. It was 
only my deep consciousness and patri- 
otism that urged me to advise Roose- 
velt not to retain him In office. 


By the way, I met Dole In the street 


car awhile ago. I entered the car and 
sat opposite him. At first he ignored 
me, but when we went outside to smoke 
a cigarette he could not avoid noticing 
me. I saluted him and asked after his 
health. He was very chilly and gave 
me a really glassy eye. I said nothing 
more, aa I felt that If he did not appre- 
ciate the broad spirit which actuated 
me, he was the loser and not I. This 
Is not like Dole, for he usually does 
not carry the asperities 
of political 


feelings Into his private life. I felt that 
I had done my Christian duty and 
could not blame myself. 
"I understand that Dole believes and 


has said that the Republicans are 
growing in strength in Hawaii, and 
that there Is a. very good chance for 
them to elect a delegate to Congress. 
This Is TO palpably foolish I don't care 
to dilate on it. Robert Wllcox will be 
elected to Congress sure,-and at least 
two-thirds of the Senate and House 
will be Home Rulers. We are organiz- 
ed more strongly thaji ever."

harness rooms, was planned and built 
by the special agent In charge. In con- 
nection with the stable are a 2000-gal- 
lon tank, watering trough, and manure 
shed, and there.are .feed bins and 
chutes at convenient location. 
A Z-room hut or cottage was also 
built to serve as quarters for the labor- 
ers employed. A poultry house and 
poultry, yard Inclosed by wire netting 
has been built; also a small house in 
'.which to store, dynamite, considerable 
amounts of wnlch have been used in 
blasting and grading operations neces- 
sary in grading and making roads 
around the station buildings. 
A seed bed was prepared and cover- 


ed over with slats in lieu of a glass or 
canvas covered- propagating bouse. 
The location of the station buildings 
having been made above the level to 
which city water is at present supplied, 
a water system had to be installed 
by the station.

ally used. The Hawaiian Islands can 
grow and fatten more than enough an-. 

At 
present, considerable importation* of 
cattle, beef, mutton, bogs and pork are 
made from the mainland, Australia 
and New Zealand. Because of the lo- 
cation of the group, Hawaii ought to 
be able to command a superior market 
for all her surplus dairy and 
meat

It is proposed tc recruit the troop 
from among the riders prominent In the 
various poi oclubs and those whose 
business will permit if their being able 
to respond to a call Tor a drill or series 
of maneuverlngs without Interfering 
too largely with their interests. • 
Just what the status of the troop will 
be in relation to the regiment and as 
a part of the national Guard defense 
of the islands, Is yet to be determined. 
The men who are laying the plans for 
the organization of the troop are op- 
posed to the squadron being enrolled 
as a parade feature, . and desire only 
to associate themselves as a part of 
the Territorial militia for the purposes 
of acquiring a complete knowledge of 
the cavalry tactics, of the United 
States Army. " The cavalry maneuvers 
are exceedingly "Interesting not only to 
the behoWer, bnt-to those actually par- 
ticipating in them.

Histery— Some 60 years ago about' 


UM-iutttves were living on the margin 
of the vifgta forest and pahoe-hoe 
rook along the trail connecting Hilo 
.-town with the crater of Kilauea, Island 
•f -Hawaii, in a spot; corresponding to 
the present 12-mile point of the Vol- 
cano road. Maktogf of vkape/' (native 
cloth) out of "Mamake" bark (fipturu* 
'StbHktuv T?«lca<t>cae),iof-'eiooa. flbre'ror 
ashing nets out of. -Touchardia latlfolia, 
and capturing "O-U" birds for the sake 
«f the few precious yellow feathers un- 
der the wings, of which luxurious royal 
garments were manufactured — those 
were the Industries on which .they 
lived. 
i For reasons common to all the na- 
tlve population of -the Islands, namely, 
the Introduction of new germs of dis- 
ease, syphilis, leprosy, tuberculosis, 
smallpox, etc., this settlement gradual- 
ly dwindled away and in 1862 the few 
surviving members migrated to other 
localities. At present only patches of 
wild bananas, taro and heaps of stones 
scattered in" the forest Indicate 
the* 
places of former habitation and indus- 
try. I have heard, however, that as 
•late as the seventies KaUtkaua still 
levied a tax in Olona fibre from the 
natives of Puna and Olaa districts, 
rwhteh fibre toe sold at high prices to 
'Swiss Alpine clubs, who valued it for 
its light weight and great strength. 
Conditions of 
Growth— Touchardia 


grows abundantly in Olaa forests, pre- 
senting a kind of a natural plantation. 
It very successfully holds its own in 
competition with ferns and other ele- 
ments of the undergrowth, In the shade 
of •'Ohia" trees (Metroslderos polymor- 
pha). The deep shade, very porous 
soil, considerable moisture with a year- 
ly ramfall >f 180 Inches, pretty evenly 
distributed, are the natural conditions. 
By removing some of the undergrowth, 
scattering tbe seed, and probably by 
planting cuttings, the number of plants 
on the same area could be greatly in- 
creased with but very small expense. 
Since plants of medium age (about 18 
months old) supply the best fibre, na-

' Manufacture— I was familiar with the 
plant and ita properties for years, but 
did not pay any further attention to 
it as a possible object of Industry, for 
the reason that to all appearances the 
same difficulties in mechanical extrac- 
tlon of fibre will be met as In the case 
•f Ramee, for which no satisfactory 
machine has been found so far. Re- 
cently roy interest in the matter was 
"again aroused by Mr. Jared G. Smith 
of the Hawaii Experiment Station. 
Considering that Touchardia seem* to 
fee free from resinous matter, upon his 
sucrcevtion I decided to examine the 
subject mote In detail.

Careful 
discrimination Is made, 'however, in re- 
gard to the age of the plant: neither 
too young nor too old ones are taken. 
The bark of old ones is somewhat 
knotty, woody ajid short Jointed, and, 
as I have mentioned, such a plant Is 
turned down to the ground to force it 
to give new shoots. -The best stems 
are not over a finger thick, about one 
year and a half old, with the bark of a 
chocolate brown color, with distinct 
scars of former leaves, straight and 
high| 8-10 feet), devoid ^of leaves ex- 
ception the top. Such stems are cut 
with the knife near the root and below 
the crown. Their bark strips easily 
as- a whole from bottom to the top. 
The ribbon obtained is hanged over the 
neck of the gatherer. There is but one 
plant with the leave« very much like 
those of Touchardia: it Is "Hopue;" 
but this one generally grows- to a larg- 
er size tr^e, has different flower and 
light greyish color of the bark. Nei- 
ther previous soaking nor drying are 
resorted to before the extraction.

-The implements used are: 
1. A wood board-made of "Naou" 
tree, characterized by its dark color, 
/hardness, compactness, evenness and 
absence of knots. This board Is about 
6 feet long by only 2-3 inches wide. It 
has a very light curve in both direc- 
tions, in width and length; is wider at 
one end aftd obtusely pointed at the 
other. 


2. A plate of fishbone of "Honu" fish 


about 8 Inches long by 2% wide, and is 
slightly curved in both directions. Its 
lower margin is sharpened under 45 
degrees like the edge of a chisel.. 
The process of manufacture is as fol- 


lows: 
The "Naou" board is fastened in the 


ground with rocks at the narrow end 
to prevent any forward sliding, the 
curved surface uppermost. The broad- 
er end Is a little elevated by another 
piece of rock.. The board is moistened 
With water. 
A ribbon of bark from 


one plant is taken. Its bottom end is 
first fastened by treading on it .with the 
toe ef the right foot, the top end is 
raised vertically by the left hand, so 
as to tightly stretch the band. Hold- 
ing the fish plate by the right hand 
in its middle, the sharp end of the bone 
is passed upward along the inner sur- 
face of the ribbon, which operation is 
intended for flattening the curled rib- 
bon and taking off the slimy substance 
covering the inner surface. 


Then the ribbon Is stretched horizon- 


tally upon the Naou board, the bottom 
end toward the wider end of the board 
and the operator, and held tightly to 
it by the two fingers of the left hand, 
(he outer surface of the.bark upwards, 
>the inner sticking to the board. Then 
the fish plate, held In the right hand 
by the middle at 4S degreei^ with its 
•harp end downward* and forwards, 
squeezing the ribbon between the tool 
and the board, is repeatedly passed to- 
ward the pointed end of the board, by 
which motion the flesh U scraped oft, 
leaving a .ribbon of fibre. From one 
to two minutes are required to free the 
bark of one plant. The operation of 
scraping is easy, the fibre evidently be- 
ing located on the Inner «urface. 
Ribbons of fibre thus obtained are 


dried in the sun.

have been treated by. bronzing, enam- 
elling or other processes of coating, 
have been tabooed by the United States 
postal department at Washington, and 
parties having them on band anywhere 
in the United States, Hawaii, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, must dispose 
of them before August 1 next. 


Mr. Madden, poatofQce inspector In 
charge at 
the 
Honolulu postofBce, 


stated yesterday that the general inter- 
pretation of the order was that the reg- 
ulation United States postal card can- 
not be used except In Its original con- 
dition plus original printing. Formerly 
he department permitted parties who 
tad printed anhouncements on the 
jacks of the carts to bronse over and 
thereby conceal the original printing 
and print new announcements over thi* 
roatlng. For instance, a firm desired 
o send out thousands of postal card* 
nnounclng a sale of thla or that artl- 
le. Quantities were printed with thi» 
nnouncement, but not all of them 


would be used. The parties having 
them on hand had so much "dead" 
material. 
The department allowed 
these eards to be subjected to a process 
which placed a coating of bronce or 
munel over the printed announcement 
so that a firm's losses would not be 
great. The cards were then in condi- 
tion to be printed upon again. 
In time, however, this privilege was 
bused. Some firm* accumulated quan- 
tities of them, but never took advan- 
tage of the" ^permission to coat them 
ver. Enterprising firms made often 
fpr the surplus cards, often getting 
hem at a large discount, and In this 
manner made money out of them, a 
eature which Is not allowed under the 
postal regulations, - 
The regulation covering the matter 


which was recently received by Mr. 
Madden Is as follows: 


'Under the postal laws and regnla- 
ions. edition of 1892, effective April i, 
ast. United States postal cards treated 
by bronzing, enamelling or other proe- 
ms, thereby lose their postal value. 


"In order to give .• owners of such 


cards reasonable time to dispose of 
hose on hand. It has been determined 
by this office not to enforce the provi- 
sions of Section 411 until August 1st, 
next. Therefore, postmasters will, as 
heretofore, accept for mailing, until 
that date, United States postal cards 
which have been bronsed. enameled or 
otherwise coated prior to the date of 
Ills order. 
"This order, however, does not, au- 
thorise the acceptance of such cards 
when the enameling or other treatment 
obscures any part of the stamp or origi- 
nal government print. Where any part 
of the stamp or government print Is 
covered or otherwise obliterated 
the 


card is valueless for postage, and post- 
masters at office of mailing or delivery, 
respectively, 
must require prepay- 


ment by stamps affixed, or fullest post- 
age due at the rate chargeable accord- 
Ing to the classification of the message. 


When arrangements are completed, 


unserviceable United States 
postal 
cards will .be redeemed from the origi- 
nal purchaser." 


This regulation in no way concerns 


the private postal cards sold by news- 
dealers, 
which .require a two-cent 


stamp for mailing. The cards bear 
glimpses of cities, mountains, buildings, 
all manner of scenery, half-tone photo- 
graphs and practically anything plcto- 
rlally, which make them souvenirs o: 
the place where sold. These are not 
issued from the poatoffice department, 
and therefore require letter postage to 
carry them through the mails. The 
German government Issues them for 
revenue, the amount accruing to the 
government In 1901 being in the neigh- 
borhood of $300.000.

VICTORIA, May 27-V-Oil is cutting
